strikes out the requiretnent tor the 
mainte»'?.nce of a reserve of 25 per- 
cent on the amount of circulation 
and makes this provision applicable to 
deposits only. 


S E N A T E . 


A resolution was adopted, calling on 
the secretary of the treasury for in- 
formation as to the effect upon the 
revenue and upon the consumers of 
the repeal of the duty law on coffee 
in 1872. 


Mr. Davis's (of West Virgina) res-

PURCHASE OF RAILROADS. 
Berlin, Dec. 10.—The lower house 
of the landtag has adopted by a vote 
of 22G to 155, the clauses of the bill 
emlowering the government to pur- 
chase the Berlin and Stellin, Magde- 
burgh and Holberstadt, Hanover and 
Altonbrechen, 
and Cologne and 
Menden Railways. 
The dissenters 
were the clericals, jjrogressionists and 
Poles. 
The government has promised 
to introduce at the present or next 
session of the landstag, bills provid- 
ing for guarantees stipulated by the 
railroad committee.

Within the p;ist few days there have 
been an earthquake, hurricanes and 
snow-storms unprecedented in vio- 
lence. Tbe railroads are blockaded 
with snow-drifts and fallen trees, and 
in Geneva, Berne, Neufchatel, Frei- 
bourg and other points immense 
damage lias been done to property, 
and considerable lossoE life is reported. 


Since the recent dastardly attempt 


at Moscow upon his life, tbe czar has 
been greatly disturbed in mind, and is 
at this moment the victim of severe 
nervous prostration. There are even 
rumors current of-his intended abdi- 
cation. Tbe condition of the empress 
is -so precarious that it has not been 
deemed judicious to inform her of the 
attempt upon the emperor's life, and 
she yet remains in entire ignorance of 
the diabolical conspiracy. 


Reports tbat the destitution in Ire- 


land had been vastly exaggerated are 
incorrect. 
On the contrary, those 


best informed of the real condition of 
affairs are of opinion that the worst 
remains to be told. Trustworthy ad- 
vices from tbe counties of Sligo, Ros- 
common, Mayo, Leitrim, Galway, aud 
part of tbe counties of Cork, Kerry, 
Tipperary, Antrim and Tyrone, all 
unite in expressing forebodings of the 
most terrible suffering during the 
coming winter by tbe firelessand food- 
less peasantry. 


Tbat France is on the verge of n 


government crisis there in no room for 
doubt. The ministry and the charn- 
bcrnnre lorn by discordant and con- 
tending factions, and these dissensions 
extend to and are participated in by 
all classaa of the people. A dissolution 
of tlie cabinet is pending, and in some 
quarters it is considered probable that 
President Grevy will invite thenenate 
to dissolvfi tlie chamber of deputies. 
The reserve of the president, the re- 
licence of Gambctta and the verbosity 
of Waddington are alike ominously 
discussed, and there is ft very general 
anxiety and distrust of the future.

The boiler of her majesty's steam- 
ship Pelican, of the Pacific ^uadron, 
lying ofi" Calais, exploded, killing and 
wounding a large number of the crew. 


Theie is a well founded suspicion 
that one of the principals concerned 
in the plot against the czar's life by 
the explosion last week is a returned 
convict from Siberia. 


Notwithstanding the urgent advice 
of his friends to remain in office, Le- 
Royer, French minister of justice, is 
determined to resign from the cabinet, 
on the ground df ill health. 


Fanfulla has reason to believe that 
an understanding on the Greek fron- 
tier and the Egyptian questions has 
been arrived at between the govern- 
ments at Berlin, Vienna and Rome. 


The steamer Ethiopia, from New 
York November 22d for Glasgow, and 
the bark Giifian, from Hamburg for 
Philadelphia, have been considerably 
damaged by collision, the former in 
the Clyde and the latter at Cuxhaven. 


A Paris dispatch says that Luxem" 
bourg Palace has narrowly escaped 
destruction. \A fire, which had been 
j sjDouldering for some time, broke out 
j under the flooring of the library, but 
was discovered and extinguished be- 
fore it had extended. 


The severe weather continues in 
Great Britain and on the continent. 
Heavysnow falls are reported through- 
our Germany, Austria and Ssvitzer- 
land, and at Paris, Madrid, Brussels, 
Florence, Bologna, Milan and Rome. 
At Nantes the river Loire is frozen. 


luvestigation into the affairs of the 
suspended house of Godefl'roy, of 
Hamburg, reveals a much worse state 
of aflairs than was auticipated. The 
liabilities are now reluctantly admit- 
ted to be over 30,000,000 marks, but 
the assets are not found to swell pro- 
portionately. 


The sports of winter have been 
fairly inaugurated in England. The 
lakes and p<!)ndH are covered with ice 
in splendid condition for skating, and 
it is estimated that on Sunday in the 
vicinity of London fully one hundred 
thousand people participated in the 
exhilarating exercise. 


The river Koros, in Hungary, has 
again overflowed its banks, causing 
immense destruction of property, but 
the flood is now subsiding. The town 
of Groswarden has been inundated, 
and thousands of families were driv- 
en from their homes. 
Other floods 
are reported in Transylvania. 


Cardinal Nina, papal secretary of 
state, writes the papal nuncio at Brus- 
sels, that the holy see has used all ef 
forts in the past to avoid a conflict, 
and that further overtures are incon- 
sistent with the dignity of the holy 
see. Cardinal Nina instructs the pa- 
pal nuncio to return to Rome at once. 


The general depression of business 
continues in Germany, and indeed ap- 
pears to be daily becoming more se- 
vere. At the banks there is very lit- 
tle doing, and in mercantile circles 
there is almost complete stagnation. 
Of 700 houses belonging to building 
associations, not more than one-third 
are occupied. 


The most distressing accounts are 
received ol the sufferings of the peo- 
ple of Upper Silesia, caused by the 
famine. 
The crops are almost a total 
failure, and latest advices to that ef- 
fect that not less than 200,000 people 
iire suiierint; for food, many of whom 
iiiust .starve unless relief be furnishe«! 
by the government. 


The winter in Switzerland has set 
in with almost unexampled 
fury. 
Within the p ¡st few days there have 
been an earthquake, hurricanes and 
anovv-storms 
unprecedented in vio- 
lence. The railroads are blockaded 
with snow-drifts and fallen trees, and 
in Geneva, Berne, Neufchatel, Frei 
bourg and other points immense 
damage has been done to property, 
and considerable loss of life is reported. 


Since the recent dastardly attempt 
at Moscow upon his life, the czar has 
been greatly disturbed in mind, and is 
at this moment the victim of severe 
nervous prostration. There are even 
rumors current of-his intended abdi- 
cation. The condition of the empress 
is so precarious that it has not been 
deemed judicious to inform her of the 
attempt upon the emperor's life, and 
she yet remains in entire ignorance of 
the diabolical conspiracy. 


Reports that the destitution in Ire- 
land had been vastly exaggerated are 
incorrect. 
On the contrary, those 
best informed of the real condition of 
afTdirs are of opinion that the worst 
remains to be told. Trustworthy ad- 
vices from the counties of Sligo, Ros- 
common, Mayo, Leitrim, Galway, and 
part of the counties of Cork, Kerry, 
Tipperary, Antrim and Tyrone, all 
unite in expressing forebodings of the 
most terrible suffering during the 
coming winter by the firelessand food- 
less peasantry. 


That France is on the verge of a 
government crisis there is no room for 
«loubt. The ministry and the cham- 
bers are torn by discordant and con- 
tending factions, and these dissensions 
extend to and are participated in by 
all claisss Of the people. A dissolution 
of the cabinet is pending, and in some 
quarters it is considered probable that 
President Grevy will invite the senate 
to dissolve the chamber of deputies. 
The reserve of tho president, the re- 
ticence of Gambetta and the verbosity 
of Waddington are alike ominously 
discussed, and there is a very general 
anxiety and distrust of the future.

Is To Tackle the Festive Free Lunch 
and the Boozy Boom. 


Botta of Whicli he Did at Indianap^ 
oils Yesterday. 


At Lo^anaport a committee from In 
dianapolis, consisting of Gov. Will 
iams, Mayor Caven, Lieut. John C 
New, Gen. C. O. Wood, Gen. J. R 
Slack and others, met the distinguish 
ed excursionists and escorted them to 
Indianapolis. The procession in the 
city was formad previously to the 
arrival of the train, and moved im- 
mediately, under command of Gen.

If they 
could have a little more experience in see- 
iua countries abroad, and seeing the diffi- 
culties with which a living is procured in 
m a n y of them, they would be prepared, at 
least, to appreciate ours—the grandest of 
them all. Afjain, goueral, through you, 1 
t h a n k the citizens of Indianapolis, the 
citizens of Indiana, and the ex-soldiers 
here assembled, for the welcome 1 have re- 
ceived.
